cillors were worth nothing. He appealed to the
members if all the troubles of the country had not
been caused by the action of the Privy Council.

Mr. Kaomaea made a loud and striking speech in
opposition to Mr. Robertson's motion.

Mr. Kalama scoke on the same side. He said
that, as the Ilousa of Representatives could only
originato money measures, the coursa proposed
would Yirtually cut off the salaries of the Council-

lors.
Mr. Robertson said that though Ihe Representa-

tives only could originate a revenue or appropria-
tion bill, the nobles could amend such bills to suit
themselves.

Rear Admiral David Psicr entered the Navy, Jan.

the British troops were in consequence enabled to land
without resistance. On General Keane's army being
attacked on the evening of the 21th by the enemy,
Capt Price was despatched to acquaint him of the ap-
proach of reinforcements. In carrying out his instruc-
tions, he fell in with a party of the enemy, who fired at
and shot him through the thigh. " In this state," re-
ports Kear Admiral Malcolm, he not only made his
escape, but secured an American soldier : I trust his
wound is not dangerous, as he is a e dlaht young man
and an excellent officer." The Volcano subsequently
aided in the bombardment of Fort St. Philip, and con
tinued on the Mississippi until the retreat of "the British !

army. In r eb. 1815, after landing a body cf troops on
Dauphin Island, Capt Price took a zealous and ucti e
part in the attack on Fort Bowycr.

effected the cipture of two schooners, in one of which
were found despatches of consequence from the Ameri
can General Bicw. The importance of Cant Price's
performance was acknowledged in Major General Lam
bert's public letter to the War-offic- e. On the intelli-
gence of peace arriving from England, he was sent with
a flag-of-tru- ce to communicate the information lo the
Americans at Mobile, and to restore Fort Bowyer to
the proper authorities. On his return to England he
was advanced to the rank of Post Captain, loth June
1815. When next in command, from the 1st of May
1834, until the spring of 1838, of the Portland 62. on
the Mediterranean station, he was presented by King
Otho with the order of the ltedeemer for his services to
the Greek Government The assistance afforded by
him to the British mission was also acknowledged in
the official letter of Sir Edm.

The Steamer Polynesian.
This splendid new steamer which arrived yester

day, is a most welcome visiter at the Islands, and
was received by the large crowd assembled on the
wharf on her arrival, with three hearty cheers, and
a warm wish for her success.

Wo sa informed by tho agent on board, that she
has come to engage in the line between this port
and San Francisco, for which express purpose she
was built ; and a vessel better adapted to this par
ticular business could not well have been devised.
She has splendid cabin accommodations for about
50 cabin pasaangers, with bath room, ice house,
and every convenience that can be desired. Her
capacity for freight ia about 150 tons, besides coal
br the whole voyage. Iler consumption of coal is

about tea tons per day, and her speed such as to
make the passage in 8 days from S. F., and 10 days
hence to that port.

We have not room for an extended article on this
highly important topic this week, but we cannot
allow the occasion to pass without expressing our
earnest hope that a sufficient patronage will be ex
tended to the Polynesian to secure her on the route
above indicated; and judging from past observation,
but a few months will elapse after she is regularly
engaged in. the business, before she will be well
sustained, both by freight and passengers.

Lumber.
The arrival of the brigantine J. B. Brown, has

added another cargo to an already well supplied
market of lumber. During the past month, cargo
after cargo has arrived, until stock has accumula-
ted sufficient for a year's supply, of that sort of
umber."

Latest Dates.
By the Flying Dart we are in receipt of dates,

through the politeness of Chas. A. Poor, Esq., pas-

senger, from San Francisco, of the 6th of July,
and from New York of June 3d. The N. Y. mail

of June 5th was in San Francisco, but was not de-

spatched by the above vessel. It was reserved for

the Fanny Major, to sail the 8th.
"We huve no later intelligence from Europe in the

papers at hand, but must patiently await the arri-

val ef the mail, with onr files, for tho fortnight's

news between the 20th of May and the 5th of June.

The San Francisco papers are too late to contain

the usual synopsis of Atlantic and European news,

tho mail having arrived some ten days previous to
the sailing of the F. D.

The final passago of the celebrated Nebraska bill
through the House of Representatives is one of the

principal items of interest in the papers we have
received. The news was received with profound
sorrow by the great majority in the Northern States,
and in Hartford, the bells were tolled for an hour,
on tho evening ot .ho day the sad news was re-

ceived.
The rendition of a fugitivo slave from Virginia

had caused a tremendous excitement in Boston. It
ls said 70,000 people assembled to witness his de-

livery to the claimant. No serious outbreak, how-

ever took place; tho 6lave being guarded on his
way to the place of embarkation by 150 U. States
troops and 1000 State troops, who kept the peace,
although the procession to the wharf was greeted
by groans and hisses. Boston people are busily en-

gaged in signing a petition for the repeal of the fu
gitive slave law. :

The Spanish government has settled tho Black
Warrior case by paying back the fine of $6,000,
and rebuking the port authorities of Cuba ; and
promises to reform tho regulations, to meet the
wants of American commerce.

war into the heart of Russia, and to raise sin insur
rection in the Crimea ar.d Circassia, as soon as
Soukem Kaleh and Redoub Kaleh. on the coast of
Asia Minor, shall have been bombarded by the
fleets; and to land a body of 20.000 troops near Se--
bastopol, which would at the same thnu be bom-- i
barded by sea. .

Ihe outer works of bebustopol have been cannon
aded by the French and English fleets, with guns of
the long range, with a view to destroy the advanced
works of the place, previous to a general attack.
the nussians retired iruni the exposed lorts.

uu the JZth ult., the British .Baltic fleet took
possa-ssio- n of Boomersand, on the island of Aland.
ihere was a report that Revel had been bombarded,
but it was not credited.

The Clgne Gazette stites that the Emivrr of
liussia has had a relapsj of illnoes.

The inhabitants of at. Petersburg are oblid to
find quarters for the trooj s, and there' are in the
environs of the city 2U,(!t'0 Cossacks.

It is stated that the Russiau government has in-

sured to the Greek government a subvention of one
million drachmas per month. It is also stated that
the Greek government has granted letters of marque
to the pirates who at the present moment infest the
Levant.

There is no news from the Baltic in the shape of
active operations. The English cruisers sweep the
sea of everything bearing the Russian flag, and
venture within ranee of the land batteries to efijet
their object. The Baltic is still covered with ice in
many parts, and dense fogs have prevailed. The
French squadron has now joined Sir Charles Na-
pier's fleet. The more sanguine Swedes and Danes
declare that before the end of June Sweden and
Denmark will have openly declared war on Russia.
As regards Austria and Prussia, matters remain in
statu quo. The King of Prussia has dismissed an-
other faithful servant, Baron Usedom, the Prussian
Ambassador at Rome, as being of too anti-Russi-

opinion. Manteuffel will go next. Austria pro--
iesses tne warmest sympathy lor the W estern pow-
ers, and has called out an additional 95,000 men
for the defence of her frontiers, and is quietly ma-
king immenso and warlike preparations. The west
ern powers believe her good intentions, but are pre-
pared for tho worst.

A Righteous Judgment.
A fine of S60 was imposed by District Justice

Harris, on Saturday last, upon tho owner of a dog
in Kooiau, which had killed 15 sheep belonging to
Mr. Webster of that place. This is just and right,
as the sheep were worth that amount in the mar-

ket, to say nothing of the vexation and disappoint-
ment of having one's flock harried aud destroyed
by the worthless curs that are so disgustingly
abundant all over the islands. Why don't the

mt

Legislature listen to the petitions from various

Soarters, and tax dogs $5 instead of SI ? Even
collected to any extent ; probably not

one in ten oi tne miseraoie aogs mat prowl
about and destroy fowls, turkeys, eggs and sheep
are taxed at all. This neglect of the Tax Collect-
ors ought to be strictly looked into. The dog is
altogether too much of a favored pet, for the bene-
fit of the agriculturists or of the exchequer.

There are expensive sheep now on the islands,
and others are on the way out, that will cost over
$100 each when they arrive. These are introduced
by public spirited and enterprising gentlemen for
tne improvement oi the Dreed, and to create an ex-
port that will add to the wealth of the country.
And we.submit it to our Legislators whether such
efforts ought to be sulnected to disappointment and
iauure Dy me miserable dogs that infest almost
every district of the islands and cause the sheep- -
luruier imiueuse jauor, loss ana trounie.

"Were these dogs of the least possible use to their
owners, an argument might bo advanced in their
behalf ; but it is notorious that they are a degen-
erate race of curs, entirely valueless to tjur breed-
ers, and every way worthless, except as breeders of
vermin and destroyers of useful animals. This
being the case, we go in for a $5 tax on does, and
the appointment of tax collectors that will impose
and collect it, without fear or favor.

While on this subject, we would thank the own
ers of sheep if they would inform us of all losses
they may sustain from dogs among their flocks, and
whether magistrates inflict a fine upon their own
ers for' losses thus sustained. Tho suggestion of
.ur. JUomtt, in ms valuable report, to employ
strychnine, is one, and as a matter of self--
